Doyle Conflict With Doherty Continues

Controversy, no stranger to And- 
over Town Meeting politics, wasted 
little time re-introducing itself Mon- 
day night. 

Opening night, voters had to wait 
all of five minutes for the bad blood 
between Town Moderator James Do- 
herty and the man he defeated in 
last week’s elections, John Doyle, to 
surface. 

Shortly after the meeting was 
called to order, the two men began a 
running verbal battle over Doherty’s 


decision to adjourn last year’s Town 
Meeting with six articles left on the 
agenda. Trying to regain control of 
the meeting, Doherty twice threat- 
ened to have Doyle physically re- 
moved from the meeting. 

The conflict climaxed Tuesday 
when Doyle shouldered aside Norma 
Gammon, who was waiting her turn 
at the podium, in order to speak to 
the moderator. 

Doherty didn’t see the conflict—in 
obvious shock, Gammon had

stepped back without a word—but, 
hearing cries of concern from the 
crowd, he asked Doyle if it was his 
turn at the microphone. 

When Doyle replied, ‘‘yes,”’ mem- 
bers of the audience reacted with 
loud jeers, one man yelling out, 
“Youre a liar, you’re a liar.” 

The animosity between the two 
has existed for several years.

Do you know what your choles- 
terol level is? Should you care?- 
Those questions Andover health 
officials hope to raise and an- 
swer during a community wide 
Cholesterol Health Education 
Week or “CHEW.” “During 
“CHEW” we hope to motivate 
people to really digest the facts 
regarding the dangers of high 
cholesterol levels and to change 
their dietary habits in order to 
lower those levels,”’ says Everett 
Penney, Andover health direc- 
tor. 

Penney emphasized that 
cholesterol is just one of the risk 
factors associated with 
increased risk of suffering a 
heart attack. ‘‘But,’’ he said, 
“when you combine high 
cholesterol, obesity, smoking or 


sedentary life-style it can have 
an impact on health.” 

Cholesterol screening clinics 
for all Andover residents age 18 
and older will be held Tuesday, 
April 12, and Thursday, April 14, 
from 4 p.m. to 8 p.m. and 
Saturday, April 16, from 10 a.m. 
to 2 p.m. at the Doherty Junior 
High School cafeteria on Bartlet 
Street. A finger stick blood test 
will be used to measure total 
blood cholesterol. There is a $3 
charge. No fast is required prior 
to the test. Participants with 
results over 200 will be referred 
to their private physician for 
further testing.

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Telecommunications Broadens Horizons 


Editor’s Note: This is the penultimate article in a 
series of articles concerning Andover’s computer 
education plan, written by Kenneth Kwa jewski, 
computer education director for the Andover public 
schools. 

An exciting goal of the computer plan is to use the 
telecommunication capabilities of the computer to 
link students with educational resources outside the 
boundaries of Andover. This year telecommunica- 
tion stations have been set up at the high school, 
West Elementary and Sanborn Elementary. Each 
school is using telecommunications in a different 
way to link students and teachers across the state 
and country. High school teachers and students will 
soon be tapping into national data base libraries to 
search for educational data. Teachers at West E]- 
ementary hope to transmit completed lesson plans 
that take advantage of both left and right brain 
learning strategies. Finally, students at Sanborn E]- 
ementary are participating in a national science 
project cosponsored by the National Science Foun- 
dation and the National Geographic Society. These 
projects have demonstrated the versatile use of 
computer technology. 

Students and teachers at the high school will soon 
be using the Dialog Information Service to search 
through more than 60 data bases of information. 
These data bases include information on virtually 
any topic. There is information on chemistry, agri- 
culture, religion, social studies, engineering and 
others. Data bases such as ERIC (an educational 
data base), Dow Jones and the Magazine Index can 
provide a wealth of information for students and 
teachers who need to do research, The modem and 
computer are housed in the library so that this serv- 
ice will be easily accessible to ali students. 

Training the students and teachers to utilize these 
services will be an important component. Librari-

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ans Jean Pendergrass and Chris McDonald will in- 
struct the faculty and students to correctly use the 
service. Searching online for information can be an 
expensive and fruitless experience unless a proper 
search strategy is developed. Classes at the high 
school will be trained to use the service properly so 
that once a student does go online he/she can make 
an efficient search for information. Media specialist 
Molly Ryden will assist students and teachers, but 
much time has to be spent offline defining the prob- 
lem so the correct data base is searched. Resource 
material has been purchased to assist students and 
teachers to develop specific search strategies. 

The high school library had the capability last 
year to tap into Memorial Hall Library to determine 
the accessibility of resource material, but now our 
capabilities have been expanded on a national level. 
Students and teachers can receive partial or full 
text documents to help them with their studies. 

Teachers at West Elementary have been working 
throughout the year on developing lesson plans that 
take advantage of different learning styles. The 
concept is called ‘4 Mat”’ since it draws from for 
distinct styles of learning that can be integrated 
together. Teachers have developed these plans in 
the hopes that they would share them with other 
teachers around the Commonwealth. Many of the 
school systems that agreed to participate in this 
program have been unable to establish telecommu- 
nication capabilities in their systems. As a result, 
Andover is looking to establish ties with school sys- 
tems around the state to share our information. 

The last type of use in telecommunication in- 
volves June Blake’s fourth-grade class at Sanborn 
Elementary. Her class was chosen to participate in 
a national science project to study the effects of 
acid rain. Only 200 classrooms across the country

Fortaleza In Concert 


Fortaleza will bring traditional and con- 
temporary Bolivian folk music to the North 
Andover rae School on Saturday, April 9, 
at 8 p.m. to benefit the North Andover Peo- 
ple for Peace. 

Fortaleza was formed in 1979 by three 
brothers, Ramiro, Gonzalo and John De la 
Zerda, in Cochabanka, Bolivia. Their aim 
was to keep alive traditional Bolivian mu- 
sic, whose roots stem from the Azmara and 
Inca civilizations. Native Bolivian instru- 
ments used include the charango, ronroco, 
walagcho (ten stringed instruments), que- 
na, quena-quena, sikus (pan pipes), wanga- 
ra (drum) and chullus (made of goat 
nails). They also use guitar and other in- 
struments, 

Fortaleza has recorded two albums in 
Bolivia and two in the United States. They 


have performed in coffeehouses, festivals, 
theatres and universities. Major concerts 
include Carnegie Hall in New York and 
Orange Bowl Stadium in Miami. Fortaleza 
also provided music for the sound track of 
the movie ‘‘Salvador.”’

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Citizens Approve 14-Percent Budget Increase 


Andover citizens approved the requested $49.5 
million annual budget at the Town Meeting Mon- 
day night. This is a 14-percent increase over last 
year’s operating expenses. 

Several warrants, which required funds, were 
also approved by the town. This amounted to ap- 
proximately 1 million additional dollars, accord- 
ing to Anthony Torrisi, finance and budget 
director. The total town budget for next year is 
approximately $50.5 million. 


The 14-percent increase is unusual. Typically, 
the budget increases between seven and nine per- 
cent. But, according to Joanne Marden, chair- 
man of the Finance Committee, Andover has 
experienced such enormous growth that the tax 
base has grown; it is more than 3 billion dollars. 

Marden says there’s more property to tax. This 
enabled Andover to fund a larger budget within 
the restraints of Proposition 242. 

Marden stressed that supporting the 14-percent 
increase will not require more than a five-and-a- 
half-percent increase in the property tax rate, 
and she expects the increase in operating ex- 
penses to fall back to eight or nine percent next 
year. 

The increase isn’t being used for ‘‘a wild spend-

ing spree,” Marden said. Instead, she says it’s 
necessary to continue the level of services that 
are currently being offered by the community. 

Marden cited several reasons for the increase 
— the rising cost of health insurance, solid waste 
tipping fee, special education and transportation. 

In addition, Andover is improving services and 
supporting many new ones, such as the downtown 
shuttle bus, the children’s room at Memorial Hall 
library, and the senior day care program, Mar- 
den said. 

“You're getting more, but you have to pay 
more,” she said. 

Laurence Picardi, Jefferson Lane, attempted 
to amend the budget. He suggested a nine-per- 
cent increase over last year’s budget, rather than 
the proposed increase of 14 percent. 

This reduction would have cut $2.5 million from 
the overall budget. 


Moderator James Doherty suggested that Pic- 
ardi amend the individual sections of the budget 
as they were discussed, rather than trying to cut 
the overall budget. 

Selectman Gerald Silverman explained that 
committees would have to rework their budgets if 
an overall budget cut was made. 


43. 
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Discussion continued and the budget was 
moved on a line-by-line basis; however, the only 
amendment made was directed to the school de- 
partment. 

David Birnbach, former School Committee 
member, made a motion to reduce the increase 
from 14 percent to nine percent, but this motion 
was defeated.

Schools Get Biggest Chunk 
Of Town Budget Pie

The school department received the 
largest portion of the town budget — 
$20,386,389. The School Committee pledg- 
ed to take care of neglected needs such as 
equipment and textbooks, with the large 
increase in this year’s budget. 

The budget for the schools evoked much 
discussion from the floor. 

David Birnbach, a former School Com- 
mittee member, attempted to amend the 
request. He suggested lowering the in- 
crease in operating expenses from 14 to 
nine percent; this would cut about $905,- 
000 from the requested budget, he said. 
According to Birnbach, the smaller bud- 
get is adequate. 

Although some audience members 
agreed with Birnbach’s view, the majori- 
ty favored the 14-percent increase. 

School Committee Chairman Donald 
Robb explained the rationale for the bud- 
get request. He said the major increases 
are in the areas of textbooks and equip- 
ment. 

Previously, the School Committee has 
worked to maintain a low teacher-to-stu- 
dent ratio, Robb said. “Now for the first 
time in years, we can also equip those 
teachers,” he said.‘‘It (the budget) en- 
ables us to take care of some neglected 
needs.” 

The Finance Committee supports this 
view, and in turn, supports the school 
budget. Joanne Marden, FinCom chair- 
man, said the school’s requests are usual- 
ly rejected due to financial constraints, 
but, she says it’s always understood that 


auueonel funds would be raised if possi- 
€. 

“This year, we can address needs and 
address complaints that occur from year 
to year,’’ Marden said. 

Another concern raised was future 
funding of the budget. Since the base is 
increasing, some questioned the annual 
tax rate increases necessary to sustain 
the enlarged budget. 

But, according to Robb, a large portion 
of the money is being spent on needs that 
incur a one time only cost; therefore, he 
says it won’t be necessary to continue to 
increase the budget by 14 percent. 

Marden says she expects the increase 
in operating expenses to fall back to eight 
or nine percent next year. 

After listening to both sides of the argu- 
ment, an overwhelming majority of citi- 
zens voted to support the school budget 
request. 


In addition to the budget, the school de- 
partment will receive $50,000 to finance a 
school building needs study. The town 
voted to approve this warrant even 
though FinCom opposed. 

The article states that a Building Study 
Committee will assess current facilities, 
review town maintenance department 
plans for long range building upkeep, and 
assess the future needs of the school sys- 
tem based on population and curriculum 
plans. erewes 


Quorum Bylaw Questioned 


The town bylaw which requires 350 registered voters to take 
action on all warrant articles at Town Meetings was scrutinized 
at Tuesday night’s Town Meeting. 

Article 54 was geared towards the Town Meeting quorum. It 
attempted to revise the existing bylaw but was defeated. 

The warrant stated that a quorum of 350 registered voters 
would be necessary to open each session of any annual or special 
Town Meeting. However, it added that a quorum would not be 
required to continue or complete the meeting. 

Norma Gammon, chairman of the Town Meeting Im- 
provement Committee, said the article’s intent was to make 
Town Meeting run smoother. 

Gammon also said the purpose of the warrant article was to 
get input from the town of Andover. 

Opinions of the townspeople varied. 

Some agreed with the amendment, saying that those who 
wished to participate had the option to do so, and that 350 voters 
weren’t necessary. 

The majority, however, were against acceptance of the article. 
Several reasons were expressed for their disapproval. 

Some mentioned that since 350 is a small percentage of the 
more than 15,000 registered voters, the quorum requirement 
should be maintained. Others pointed to the democratic and civil 
duty of people to vote. 

Too many unanswered questions regarding the amendment 
was another concern. 

Initially, the Board of Selectman recommended approval. But 
after hearing the voters concerns, the board changed its stance 
to disapproval. 

Other bylaws approved at Tuesday night’s meeting were the 
Mandatory Recycling and the All Terrain Vehicles(ATV). 

eAndover has joined in the effort to recycle. 

*Regulation of ATV’s sparked some interest at the meeting. 
The danger and noise caused by ATV’s were the basis for the 
suggested regulation. 

A warrant article requiring regulation was removed because 
Town Manager Kenneth Mahony said there is an existing bylaw 
in Andover that mandates ATV usage. 

Mahony did say there were enforcement problems. 

Upon Moderator James Doherty’s request, Mahony said he 
will show the bylaw to Police Chief James Johnson, and ask him 
to enforce it.

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The Time Has Come 


It seems rather obvious that town 
meeting as it currently exists in 
Andover, and more than likely other 
communities, has outlived its usefulness. 

This year’s session has been farcical at 
certain points with personal outbursts 

between John Doyle and his obsession 
with the moderator, James D. Doherty. 

Tuesday night’s scene when Doyle 
literally shoved Norma Gammon aside 
to grab the microphone was simply 
ludicrous. 

But these scenes and asides from the 
conduct of the town’s municipal business 
are not the essence of why town meeting 
is no longer a valid way to operate a 
multi-million dollar municipal operation. 

Despite those who contend, rightfully, 
that town meeting is the truest form ‘of 
democracy, it just doesn’t work 
anymore, due to the fact that control of 
controversial items remain in the hands 
of those who can muster the most 
support. 

Think for a moment about a couple of 
major items on this year’s agenda, the 
collaborative school issue and the Abbot 
Academy conversion proposal. 

There was considerable interest 
expressed in the Lawrence-Andover 
Collaborative school before it was finally 
decided to withdraw it from 
consideration until additional facts could 
be presented. , 

But, had the issue been presented, then 
the decision as to whether Andover 
would join in the project would have been 
made by those who could come up with 
the sufficient number of people to sway 
the decision. 

As this is written, the decision on the

Abbot Academy campus has not been 
made. 

But, in that case as well, the decision 
will be made by those who can curry 
support through numbers. 

Several years ago a proposal to 
develop the campus into a life-care 
facility was defeated mainly through the 
efforts of neighbors of the property who 
didn’t want the development. They got 
the numbers. 

Low and moderate income housing 
proposals fall into the same category. 

As long as neighbors oppose such 
issues and can obtain sufficent numbers 
of people to sympathize with their cause, 
Andover and other communities will 
have little or no control over how their 
municipalities operate or keep up with 
modern times. 

In this year’s warrant are a number of 
so-called nuisance items-- -articles 
placed at the whim of people who desire 
to impede some process or block some 
proposal. 

They are time consuming in the overall 
town meeting process and ultimately 
serve no useful process. 

The town has a special, appointive 
committee charged with the 
responsibility of improving town 
meeting. 

Rather than looking into ways to 
improve it, time seems to dictate that 
such a committee should look into ways 
to eliminate the system as the manner in 
which the community is administered. 

This being the computer age, it seems 
unlikely that the town meeting system is

The opposing neighbor informed the moderator that such a 
convenience was unnecessary because he could relieve himself 
at least half way across the brook. 

ar moderator slammed the gavel and said he was out of 
order. 

The speaker agreed and added that if he was in order he could 
make it all the way across the brook. 

One of the finest moderators I have ever seen was Arthur 
Thomson of North Andover. 

He would finish a warrant, regardless of length, within an 
afternoon, beginning at about 1 p.m. and adjourning pretty 
generally before six. 

The year that the regional vocational school was to be acted 
upon by the participating communities, the legislative act 
creating the district had to be approved by secret ballot at the 
town meeting for North Andover, Andover and Methuen. 

Since balloting is a lengthy and tedious process, everyone 
figured Thomson would lose his reputation for getting the annual 
session over within a single day. 

He was equal to the task. 

When the question came to a vote, the moderator informed the 
audience that, indeed, this would have to be done by secret 
ballot, but if there were no objections in the house to the 
proposal, the letter of the law would be met. 

He asked for a voice vote. 

There were no objections. 

Thomson crouched down behind the podium, cast one 
affirmative ballot, the remainder of the agenda was completed 
and the residents were home in time for a traditional Saturday 
night supper of franks, beans and brown bread.

Stand Back 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

The concept of creating a so-called 
“eollaborative’’ school between 
Andover and Lawrence has become 
a critical issue in the recent local 
elections and promises to consume 


/ much ink and discussion until it is 


finally accepted or rejected. We will 
do well to stand back a bit and look 
at what the real problems are with 
this idea; problems that no one, so 
far, is willing to expose. 

At one time this school was going 
to be a ‘‘magnet school’’ although 
that term is not used any more. I 
think most people quickly asked 
themselves the question: “‘If this is 
to be a magnet school, do the other 
schools repel students?’’ This was 
immediately followed by a second: 
“Tf the powers that be know how to 
make one magnet school, why are 
they not making every school a mag- 
net?’’ Since there are no administra- 
tively comfortable answers to these 
questions, the description had to 
change. Now we have a ‘‘collabora- 
tive’’ school. 

Well, there are still questions. 
What collaboration and with whom? 
Are we about to begin collaborating 
with educators from Lawrence in a 
way that could improve education? 
If so, why wait for a new building to 
be built, let’s collaborate for the ben- 
efit of every student. Is the proposed 
collaboration a name for the interac- 
tion between Lawrence’s and And- 
over’s select student bodies? Then, 
leaving aside the obvious question as 
to whether any significant educatio- 
nal improvement would result there- 
from, we need to ask again, why 
wait for a new building to be built if 
we know how to improve education 
with student collaboration? Let’s 
collaborate right now. 

Apparently there are some diffi- 
culties for our educators in begin- 
ning the collaborative benefits now. 
One must be that we don’t really 
want Lawrence kids mixing with 
Andover kids in the current environ- 
ment; only in a separate setting, 
with new “innovative” rules, can 
this work its intended magic. Maybe 
busing kids from Lawrence to And- 
over would look too much like a 
‘METCO’ experiment. Maybe bus- 
ing kids from Andover to Lawrence 


This last brings up another ques- 
tion. Is the process of mixing school- 
age populations only feasible in the 
cocoon of a slick new school with ex- 
perimental programs? In fact, is it 
really only possible where the Law- 
rence students come to Andover? 
Would this whole lead balloon sim- 
ply plummet to earth if the proposed 
school were in Lawrence? Is there a 
belief guiding this proposal that says 
the we (superior beings) in Andover 
have a social obligation to allow 
some of our advantage to rub off 
onto they (inferior beings) from 
Lawrence? If not, why not put this 
school in the Riverwalk complex at 
a savings of $25 million? Is the an- 
swer to this that Andover can only 
conceive of going to class with Law- 
rence kids in a posh, elite setting 
that we can control? Think about it. 

We already have a perfectly vi- 
able collaborative school now, in 
case you’ve forgotten it. It’s called 
the Greater Lawrence Regional Vo- 
cational Technical High School—the 
‘Voke.’ It’s a damn fine school. 
There’s no reason why a new aca- 
demics-based unit couldn’t be added 
there with a select group of students 
from all four communities taking 
part. The administration already ex- 
ists; the phys-ed facilities already 
exist; the cafeteria already exists. 
Why duplicae these things? Are we 
afraid that our Andover grade As 
might have to share rest-room facili- 
ties with some kids who know how to 
repair cars and do body work? Will 
the whole magnificent ‘‘cultural ex- 
perience”’ lose its value if an aspir- 
ing electrician or plumber has lunch 
with us? What hypocrisy. 

Why does this proposal have the 
shape it has? I think that what we 
are seeing is a perfect administra- 
tors’ solution to problems in educa- 
tion: build a new school, appoint 
new administrators, set up another 
autonomous budget. This collabora- 
tive school will do absolutely nothing 
to improve education that can’t be 
done in existing buildings, but it will 
surely increase opportunities for ad- 
ministrative types. In order to sell 
the concept, however, the paid pro- 
ponents had to coach it in the appro- 
priate liberal, social-engineering 
terminology that colors so much 
thinking in the Andover area; plus a 
structure of volunteer advisers had 
to be created to accommodate the 


honestly high-minded movers and 
shakers. I strongly suspect that once 
the building exists and the budgets 
are set, these ‘advisers’ will be 
smilingly and firmly and, I feel, un- 
fortunately, relegated to the side- 
lines. 

We will do much better for our 
children’s education if we could just 
get back to some of the educational 
basics that are sorely missed: 1. We 
need a well-designed and operated 
system of reform-type school to 
which the really troublesome, fre- 
quently addicted kids that are pre- 
venting teachers from succeeding 
with their mission could be assigned. 
2. We shold get back to truly honor- 
ing our teachers by putting them 
back in charge in their own class- 
rooms. We spend so much time seek- 
ing to identify super-teachers in 
order to pay them some sort of bo- 
nus, when really almost all our tea- 
chers could do superb work if they 
were fully backed and supported by 
our administrations. Placing teach- 
ers in untenable situations vis a vis 
certain students can douse quickly 
the flame of illumination. As I have 
said before, we should only hire tea- 
chers whom we can trust sufficiently 
to have final authority over who 
may attend their classes; and, if we 
are unable to find such teachers, 
then we should hire new administra- 
tors who are willing to trust. 

Finally, if we really can obtain 25 
or 30 million dollars, let’s put it in a 
trust fund and use the proceeds to 
fund new programs, better materi- 
als and higher standards all around. 
A new building in particular will 
never take the place of, or even be 
the cause of, these things.

RENTING YOUR HOME 


Often, our clients have second thoughts about selling their 
homes, especially if they don’t need the equity to complete the 
purchase of a new one. “We'll just hang on to it and rent it out,” 
they say. While rental real estate is almost always a good 


investment, be sure you understand all of the consequences 
before you become a landlord. 


Remember that tenants may not share your pride of 
ownership, they are sometimes rough on property. You should 
also acquaint yourself with state or local landlord/tenant laws,

procedures. Finally, if you are planning to rent a home that used 
to be your primary residence, you could lose the benefits of your 
capitol gains deferral if you sell it a few years from now. Before 
you make a decision about turning your home into a rental 
property, it’s a good idea to get professional advice, both from a 
tax expert and from your Realtor.

Andover residents rejected two 
articles that called for videotaping 
“and/or audio recording meetings of 
the selectmen, planning board and 
other official gatherings. 

One voter saw it as peeking-over- 
your-shoulder, ‘‘Big Brother”’ 
legislation. Others believed the 
article would simply make town 
government more responsible to its 
people. 

Although several voters detailed

to get taped copies or transcripts of 
past meetings, town officials 
unanimously supported dumping 
both proposals. : 

Article 28 called for tape recording 
all selectmen’s meetings at an 
annual cost of $2,000. 

The proposal was easily defeated, 
in large part because of the presence 
of Article 34, which would have set 
aside $4,500 yearly for videotaping 
meetings of the slectmen and the 
planning board. 


Several voters who said they 
supported the concept of taping 
official meetings, saw Article 28 as 
redundant. 

Gerald Silverman, chairman of 
the selectmen, told the audience that 
Article 34 was unwieldy and 
unneccesary. 

If any citizen wanted a video 
record of the meetings, they should 
tape it at home, he suggested. 

But, the present system isn’t 
working claimed several voters, who

troduced the next article. A short 
time later, Doyle returned to his 
seat. 

The two had a final confrontation 
later that evening over a procedural 
rule which ended with the moderator 
telling Doyle to “‘take me to court” if 
he didn’t like his ruling. 

““We’ll see,”’ warned Doyle. 
Shortly after the shoving incident, 
Doherty, in a short speech, told And- 
over citizens he would like the town 
meeting disruption to stop. 

“It is because I want you, all of 
you,”’ he told the audience, ‘‘to have 
an opportunity to come to the town 


meeting, to sit and attend the town 
meeting, and not have to listen to 
any hassle between the moderator 
and one individual. 

‘“‘We should be able to come here 
as ladies and gentlemen, (respect- 
ing) the rights of others,’’ he said. 

If the meeting is being interrupt- 
ed, responded Doyle the next day, “‘I 
think it was because of comments 
Mr. Doherty has made.” 

He referred to a comment from 
Doherty in last week’s TOWNSMAN 
that counted Doyle as part of a 
group that is trying to control the 
moderator’s job.
